MEXICO’S MILLIONS 


A Commercial Field That Has Been 
Sadly Neglected, 


What Enterprise Coul! Accomplish in | 


the Machinery Trade. 


The Internal Resources of Our Nei 
Republic. 


During the last few Years Amériean mannufac- 
tures have been wel! represented in the princi- 
pal business mzerts of the werld, and while 
American prints are sold inthe warehouses of 
Manchester, American egricultnual machinery 
and farming implements fill the markets of 
France, Germany and ‘Italy. The Dalance of 
trade has veered round in favor of the United 
States, andAmerrican goods have grown for- 
midabie rivals to English manufactures in 
Cnhipa,vapan and India. But an immense field of 
commercial enterprise has been, hitherto, sad- 
ly neglected. TIalludeto the trade with Cen- 
tral America and Mexico, particularly with the 
latter country. 

Itmay not be generally known that we-an- 
nually purchase from the Antilles about $90,- 
v00,000 worth of sugar and molasses. For 
these purchases we may probably pay as nnen 
as $30,000,600 in our manufactured goods, 
thus leaving a balance of trade against the 
United States ef at least $60,000,000, which 
must be paidin soiid gold. On theotherhand, 
Mexico can and would willingly furnish us 
these articles and would in return take Ameri- 
can products. The field is entire- 
ly open to American enterprise. 
Altheugh American cotton machinery 
is farsuperior tothe English, yet the cotten

and the native workmen and women are un‘ler 
the supervision ot skilled English cotton spin- 
ners.

ORDERED TO LEAVE. 

LONDON, September 22.—A dispatch from 
Rangoon says: It is generally believed that or- 
ders have been sentto the acting resident of 
Mandalay, Burmah, to leave with his party as 
soon as hecan, without betraying undignified 
haste or the appearance of tear. This measure 
wi'l give general satisfaction,uas ne intercourse 
now exists between the residency 
and the Burmese court, without running any 
tisk forthe acting resident. Héehas not been 
treated With more discourtesy than was shown 
to the resident, but the ordinary civilities an! 
attentions due the representative of tie Britis) 
Government have been studiously withheld 
and his presence had not the effect in cheeking 
the cruelties still practiced by the 
Court. It is just possible fhat the act- 
ing resident may think it less dangerous 
toremain quietiy thanto leave, but it is 
probable thatthe aciual risk to members ol 
the residency is only slight; sti!lsome risk is 
inevitable as long as the King continues his 
drinking orgies,surrounded by young advisors 
too ignorant and bot-headecl to appreciate the 
danger ofa war with England.

Improved Methods of Execution. 
[From the British Medical Journal } 

It is not surprising that fromtime to time 
attention is recalled to the barbarous nature of 
the mode of executing the death penalty in 
this country. Hanging bythe neck till the 
criminal is dead is obviously a relic of barbar- 
ism; it is the most primitive,the most various, 
the least prompt and uniform and certain of 
the modes of execution which have been or 
could be devised. If the object of an execu. 


tion nowadays be toinsufe the rapid and cer- 
tain death of the criminal without any prova- 
bility of intervening accident, delay, 
er torture, pan | y a cord, 
and trusting to the rough adjustment of weight 
and fall wlich the ‘‘eye and experience’’ of an 

norant hangman can afford, isthe most fal- 
libie of methods, and wust ef necessity from 
time to time lead to painful scenes of torture. 
The garotiilo is, perhaps, of ali existing Euro- 
pean methods of legalexecution,the most rapid 
and certain; but without proposing any one 
substitute op our own responsibility—whtther 
the carbonic acid chamber, the massive elec- 
tric discharge, or any Other method—it is cer- 
tainthat any ecientific man or commission 
eould very speedily devise a prompt ana biood- 
less certain mode of execution which shoald be 
iree from the clumsiness and uncertainty o 
henging. The retention of this ancient relic o 
pest berberism is not creditable to our juris-

Trade Topics. 

Mr. Thos. C. Scott, the well known agricul- 
turalauthorityv,wriies tothe London Times a3 
loliows: ‘*The Government and trade esti- 
mates show thet the surplas wheatin America, 
fussia and the East is 505,000 quarrers less 
than the aggregate deficiency of the various 
counties, and a rise in the price of breadstutts 
is theretore anticipated.’’ 

British monthly grain statements show that 
the stock of wheat at Liverpool on the Lst of 
September was 380,000 quarters, against 208%, - 
OOO Guarters at the same date of last year, and 
that at Glasgow the stock was 94,8358 quarters, 
cowpared with 31,872 in 1875. The quantity 
of wheat afloat ferthe United Kingdom atthe 
asme date wus 1,825,000 quarters, against 1,- 
175,000 a year previous. It will thus be seen 
that the stocks at these two ports and those 
afloat represent an increase in supply over this 
time a year ago of 884,966 quarters, or 7,.079,- 
728 bushels. The stock atthe port of Hull at 
the close of September was 106,000 quarters, 
an increase of about 30,000 quarters since the 
beginning of June. 

Ewmet Wells’ weekly Hop Circular says: 
Aside from the export movement, which con- 
tinues heavy, very few hops have changed 
hands. About one-half of the arrivals this 
week werenew hops; and of the 2,450 bales 
shipped to London, nearly 2,000 were old, If 
hops continue going out of this port at the 
same rate as since the first of the month, our 
markets will soon be cleaned out of old stock, 
and when our brewers step into buy they will 
nave to take new hops at the going prices. 
New have opened at rather too high a aigure to 
give much encouragement either for export or 
for speculation, and until we know what stand 
Englane will tuke on our prices, but little busi- 
ness will be done. No very choice hops of the 
new growth have as yet reached our market; 
it would, therefore, be difficult to say what 
such would bring. Such as we are now receiv- 
ing are taken up at from 30 to 3tc.
